Students 
enrolled"in Business and Computers classes enjoyed the challenging curricula; Computer

remained a “shout” above the rest. The techniques required to operate an Excel spreadsheet 
occasionally eluded students. Instructors often assisted students individually when they 
heeded additional instruction. In General Chemistry lab, students conducted a titration. 
Using individual drops of sodium hydroxide solution, participants anxiously proceeded with 
the experiment. In the back of their minds, they all knew that even one extra drop could 
ruin tl}e entire procedure. As the solution progressively became pinker in the presence of 
phenolphfhalein? students dropped in the sodium hydroxide ever more slowly until the solution 
remained pink for more than five seconds. Instructors took their English Composition classes 
very seriously* but they always lent a helping hand. In one particular instance, a concerned 
.student, worried that she'had written an unacceptable essay. When she consulted with her 
instructor, she received the assistance she needed, and she scored an excellent grade.

A s the job market was becoming increasingly thirsty for trained individuals, the Workforce Training 

Center at Southwest fulfilled a wide gap that no other institution in the region could fill. The center was used to 
enrich students ’ knowledge and help them acquire the necessary skills for career paths they aspired to follow. 

Under the direction of Wendy Smith, the Workforce Training Center allowed students to select 
career options that were suited to their particular strengths. The workforce training center was always 
searching for training opportunities and aimed to respond to the needs of the local businesses and 
industries.

S outhwest Bears football team took part in nine hard-fought games week in and out throughout the 

entire 2015 season. The first victory of the season came over the Mississippi Delta Trojans on the road, 
20-13, due to a 38-yard game-winning touchdown pass from Tyler Shell to Shuntez Smith in the closing 
seconds. The Bears’ second win was over the Pearl River Wildcats, 31-27, a huge win for the Bears, who 
had not defeated Pearl River in eight years. At last, their final victory was the biggest of them all, a 17-10 
overtime homecoming win over Coahoma Community College in front of an exhilarated crowd at John 
I. Hurst Stadium. A 19-yard touchdown pass from Sidney Davis Jr. to Shuntez Smith on the second play of overtime 
won the game for the Bears as students and fans excitingly celebrated. “These kids keep fighting and they keep playing 
and we put ourselves in a position to win the game and that’s what they did. It's a credit to these guys that they keep 
coming to work and keep trying,” said Bears’ head coach Tucker Peavey. 

Quarterback Casey Haygood finished the season, completing 73 of 144 passes for 935 yards, six touchdowns, 
and four interceptions. Quarterback Tyler Shell completed 51 of 96 passes for 607 yards, five touchdowns, and two 
interceptions. Running back Justin Blue finished the season with 115 carries for 555 yards and four touchdowns. 
Running back LaDarion Peterson finished with 94 carries for 485 yards and two touchdowns. Tight end Ravian 
Pierce finished with 27 receptions for 307 yards and 3 touchdowns. Wide receiver Shuntez Smith finished with fifteen 
receptions for 359 yards and six touchdowns. Michael Ware led the defense in tackles with 51 tackles, followed by 
Czachovaski Johnson with 50 tackles, and Josh Samander with 48 tackles. Jimmie Funchess led the defense in sacks 
with five. Kicker Reed James made 9 of 13 field goals with his longest being 42 yards, and made 19 of 21 extra point 
attempts. It was the hard work and determination of the football team that made many fans and students proud to be a 
Southwest Bear.

bears win MACJC state title 

C oming into the season with a roster loaded with freshmen, the Southwest Bears basketball team was 

certainly tilled with an abundance of young talent. Terrell Miller, Lafayette Rutledge, LeDerrius Simmons, 
and Chris McIntosh were the only four sophomores that took the court this season, with Miller being the 
only one who had not previously played for the Bears. However, the youth of the team did not stop them 
front embarking on a journey that took them all the way to the MACJC State Championship where they 
defeated Jones County 94-83. It was the first state title for Bears basketball since 1963, and students and 
fans gathered together to support the team by having watch parties throughout the week of the state tournament. "This was 
an unbelievable experience that as a coach 1 was extremely blessed to be a part of. 1 could not be happier for a group of guys 
as I am this group. I told our team at various points this season that we may not be the most talented group in the state, but 
1 really believe we were the best team in terms of being there for one another and genuinely loving each other,” Bears head 
coach Thomas Gray said. Rodrick Sikes led the way with thirty-one points in the championship game, making 2-3 three 
point shots and shooting 17-22 from the field. 

The Bears defeated Northwest Mississippi, 86-80, and East Mississippi, 61-59, to advance to the championship 
game, thanks to a clutch performance from Terrell Miller. With five seconds left in the game and the teams tied at 59, Chris 
McIntosh inbounded the ball to Miller under the basket, and he laid the ball up for a go-ahead score to clinch the win for 
the Bears. In the following week of the championship game, Coach Gray was selected as HoopDirt.com coach of the week 
and became eligible to receive their National Coach of the Year Award at the conclusion of the season. It was a year of many 
achievements tor the men’s basketball team and one that many will never forget.

Support for 
the SMCC Foundation and Alumni Association continued to grow. The 
Bear Backer Club, the athletic fundraising arm of the SMCC Foundation, 
continued to be extremely successful this year as well. 

Infrastructure upgrades were a priority. Construction of the new, 
two-story men’s dormitory was completed, and the dormitory opened 
in the fall. The street between SMCC and North Pike High School 
was overlaid. The SMCC Health and Wellness Center relocated to the 
renovated Physical Education Building. The roof on the grill gymnasium 
was replaced. The stage in the Fine Arts Building Hurst Auditorium 
was refurbished with new paint and new flooring with funds provided 
through a private donation. The lobby in the basketball gymnasium was 
expanded and renovated. Bleachers were added to the soccer field, 
and new elevated bleachers were added to the football stadium. The 
management of timber and the beautification of the campus were also 
important ongoing projects in 2015-2016. 

In the Career-Technical and Workforce Development areas, upgrades 
were completed and new equipment was purchased. Opportunities for 
training continued to grow in both areas. New positions on campus 
were added, and other positions were filled with members of the 
SMCC family. In addition, Wade Carney, Kimberly Jackson, Debra 
Jackson, and T.W. Bearden were welcomed as new members of the 
Board of Trustees. Dr. Bishop continued to represent SMCC on many 
state and local boards. He continued to serve chairmanship of the State 
Community College Athletic Committee. He also remained active in 
the McComb Rotary Club.

Typography: Headlines and secondary headlines were in Hammer style using Limerick Heavy and Garamond. Body copy was in 1 Opt 
Times New Roman font. Captions were 8pt Times New Roman font. 

Awards: Last year the 2015 Whispering Pines placed first Overall, first place in the Cover Division, first place in the Structure 
Division, first in the Typography Division, first place in the Copy Division, and first in the Design Division in the Mississippi Community and 
Junior College Press Association (MCJCPA) 2015 yearbook competition. The 2015 Whispering Pines yearbook also was selected by Balfour 
as a national sample. Sample yearbooks were used as journalism resources in workshops across the country and by Balfour’s representatives.
